: Good-will unto ali : And ſuch as are led ani guided by rhis good Spirit, they are firm, and ſure, and ſtedfaſt in their Religion and 
#- Worſhip, and cannot forſake the Aſſembling themſelves together in the time of Perſecutio;F and Suffering, as the manner of ſome 
E hath been. And the Ground and Foundation of falſe Religion, is Darknzſs, Ignurance and Unbelicf, Pride, Blind-zeal and 
| Self-conceitedaeſs, begotten by the Spirit of Enamity in the Hearts of the Children of Darkneſs and Diſobedience to the 
> Light -and Grace. of God ; and from this groucd ariſeth all that confuſion in Religion and Worſhip, and thoſe many Inven- 
EF tions and Traditions in pretence of the ſervice of God : And from this vain Religion, and unbridled Tongue, ariſeth much Diſ- 

E-cord, Strife and Contention, from ſuch as conceit they know that which they rightly know not, and ſo are wile in their own 

FIimapinations, and puft up withtheir own Conceivings,to contend and diſpute in the Spirit of Enmity, and not of Love ; and when 

E this doth not prevail, then ſometimes they go on to Perſecurion, Impoſition and other Cruelties, about Religion and Worſhip ; 

E-and ſuch are not conſcientious for any Religion at all, bur can eaſily comply and conform to any Religion and Worſhip whatſo- 

F ever, being from the meek and peaceable Spirit of Chriſt Jeſus.

| made Inſtrumental to gurn many from Darkneſs to Light, and from Satan's Power to God : Theſe are the beſt Miniſters. 

' Queſt, 6. And whois the beit Teacher ? EE: : 

Azſw. The beſt Teacher is Chriſt Jeſus, who by his Light and Grace teacheth to deny Ungodlineſs and Worldly Luſts. And 
| who are they that are taught and guided by him ? Not the Prophane, Drunkards, Lyers, Swearers, Whore-mongers and Adui- 
terers, nay theſe God will judge : It's rhoſe that live Soberly, Righteouſly, and Godly in this preſent World, Ti. 2. 11, 12.
